FLETCHER’'S ORDER. 
“Headquarters of the United States 
naval forces, on shore, Vera Cruz, 
Mex., April 80, 1914. 

“Division order: 

“The naval forces occupying the 
city of Vera Cruz will, at 2 p.m., 
April 30, 1914, withdraw and turn 
the command of the city over to the 
United States army. . 

“The navy landed at 11 o'clock 
a.m., April 21, 1914. From shortly 
after their landing our men were un- 
der almost continual fire until 8:30 
o'clock on the morning of the 22nd. 
“At that time, when all organized 
authority tn the city of Vera Cruz 
had ceased to exist, the order was 
given to advance through the city. 
“The brigade, under the command 
of Capt. William R. Rush of the 
United States navy, had to fight its 
way from street to street against a 
stubborn rife fire from housetops, 
windows and from places of conceal- 
ment in all parts of the city. At 11 
o’clock a.m. the city was in pos- 
session of the brigade. 

“The splendid advance of our men 
in the morning after being under fire 
all night was deserving of the highest 
praise, and the accurate and timely 
gun fire of the Chester, the Prairie 
and the San Francisco in the harbor 
showed effective co-operation ashore 
and afloat. 

“The praiseworthy conduct of our 
men in establishing and maintaining 
good order and restoring confidence 
among the inhabitants of the city 
after the fighting, reflects the great- 
est credit on the discipline and re- 
sourcefulness of the men of the navy 
and thé Marine Corps. 

“In nine days’ work the city of 
Vera Cruz was occupled by the navy, 
lawleseness and disorder were sup- 
pressed, 11,000 firearms were taken 
possession of and a line of defenses 
established around the city against an 
army threatening to recapture it. 
“Business has been resumed and 
normal conditions restored. The mnu- 
nicipal government of the city has 
been re-established under the control 
of the people, and a civil govern- 
ment formed to carry out the laws 
of the State and of the Federal gov- 
ernment, 

“All preparations were made dur- 
ing this time for the landing of the 
army and for the relief and with- 
drawal of our own forces. The offi- 
cers and men of the n«val forces de- 
serve the highest comn.°-ndation for 
having done this work mpletely 
and having done it well. 

“The highest honor is due to those 
who gave their lives In the service of 
the country. 

“In withdrawing my command 
from Vera Cruz I wish to extend to 
the officers and men who took part 
In ite occupation my deepest appre- 
clation of their gallant conduct and 


support.

For Second Time in History Armed 
Force of United States Parades

For the second time in history at 8 
o'clock this morning an American 
army marched under arms through 
the streets of the’ captured city of 
Vera Cruz to occupy the quarters that 
the navy vacates. The formal cere- 
monies at 2 o'clock cannot be more 
impressive than the long waves of 
khaki-clad troops that swept up the 
Avenida Independencia. Vera Cruz 
felt that the foeman’s foot was on 
her shore when 6000 hobnailed bro- 
gans struck the asphalt with the reg- 
ularity of pile drivers. Already the 
navy had aceustémed,them to the 
sight of men as heavy with muscle as 
are the biggest of their men with fat, 
so the Mexicans’ most impressive sur- 
prise was the mounted officers. 
Already our town eyes had grown 
used to the rabbit-like ponies so the 
cavalry horses seemed not only an- 
other breed, but species, and the men 
on them towered like centaurs. Ex- 


cept in bronze on their monuments 
the natives never had seen such su- 
permen of such heroic aspect. 

Today the rains began and that the 
fine health and splendid spirit of these 
men should be rusted by idleness and 
fever, seemed needlessly cruel. This 
morning they could have marched not 
only from the wharf to the plaza, but 
from the harbor to Mexico City. Each 
day of delay may make the march 
more difficult and more dangerous, 
and will bring to these men greater 
prestige, but it will cost more lives.

AMERICANS WILL REOPEN 
“SONORA MINING PLANTS. 


[BY A. P. NIGUT WIRE.] 


L, PASO (Tex.) April 30.—Roberto 
2 V. Pesquiera, diplomatic agent for 
the Constitutionalists, who has 
been in correspondence with Secretary 
of State Bryan, was notified tonight 
that American consuls had been in- 
structed to permit Americans who had 
been ordered out of Cananea, E! Tigre 
and Nacozari, Sonora, to return to 
those places in order that they could 
reopen the large mining properties lo- 
cated there. Senor Pesquiera had re- 
quested Secretary Bryan to permit the 
Americans to return, as the shutting 
down of the properties had thrown 
30,000 Mexican laborers out of work 
and they had no means of subsistence. 
Bryan said that the 

Americans would be permitted to ex- 
port such materials barred from ex- 


portation under the arms embargo as 
would be needed to operate their min- 
ing plants. This covers oil, gascline, 
powder and dynamite. 

Pesquiera said tonight of the medi- 
ation plan: 

“Of course, any official statement on 
this important subject must come 
from our chief, Gen. Carranza, but I 
will state in the first place that it has 
not yet reached the stage of ‘mediat- 
ing.” as the invitations so far are 
merely in the form of a proposal of 
‘good offices’ toward bringing about 
mediation. Consequently I believe it 
a good thing, no matter what the final 
result, as it delays matters and gives 
all parties concerned time for calm 
refiection. That Huerta accepts the 
good offices is an indication of his des- 
perate situation, and due no doubt to 
the pressure of European representa- 
tives and the recent victories of the 
Constitutionalist forces in the field.”

ATTACK RANCHER. 


MEXICANS CROSS LINE WHILE 
PURSUING AMERICAN. 


(SY DIP ATCH 

CALEXICO, April 30.—Reports 
were made today to Capt. James G. 
Harbord, commanding the United 
State Cavalry, here, that an attack 
was made this morning on Samuel 
Vastbinder, an American rancher, six 
miles east of here, by three Mexican 
rurales. Three shots were fired at 
Vastbinder just as he crossed the 
line after he had been pursued for « 
half-mile by the rurales. Vastbinder 
was on his way to Calexico when the 


Mexicans appeared. He was riding 
& horse anu leading a mule along a 
road which gig sags across the line. 
This road Has been used for years 
by both Mexicans and Americans and 
except for une instance, when another 
rancher was captured in much the 
the same manner, Americans, whe 
traveied it, have not been molested. 

The Mexicans loosened iariats on 
their saddles and started after Vast- 
binder with intention of catching 
either him or his animals. Vastbinder 
‘eould not cross the line, though he 
was but a few feet from it, becaure 
of a tence that intervened. 
turned his horse and started towards 
his ranch, which adjoins the border 
line. He was pursued tor haif a mile 
by the rurales, who were close be- 
hind him. 

Reaching q gate, he crossed a smal! 
bridge over the canal and into the 
United States. 

As he crossed, the rurales opened 
fire on him. The ruraies crowed te 
American soil. In the skirmish, the 
mule had been left behind and an 4at- 
tempt was made by the rurailes to get 
it but it slipped past them and alse 
crossed the line.

As well strive 
to recall the lives already sacrificed 
in Vera Cruz as to attempt to clothe 
the operations that have been under- 
taken with a euphemistic phrase 
which does not conceal, but in fact, 
exposes, does not exculpate, but in 
truth, invites the most destructive of 
all indictments, that for hypocrisy and 
inveracity. 


Our Kindly Purpose.

But the President took the unprece-

dividual, and embodying Congression- 
al indorsement of his entire course. 

To realize the impropriety of this 
procedure it must be born in mind 
that each House of Congress has a 
committee charged with the consid- 
eration of foreign affairs.

Bakersfield may be made defendants 
in suite for damage for assault upon 
a Chinese last August, according to 
attorneys for the Chinese. 

Isidore B. Dockweiler is leading 
the fight against Miller and Barnard 
and has taken the matter up per- 
sonally with Commissioner Caminetti 
at Washington. Attorney Dockweller 
said yesterday that he was informed 
by Caminetti that Miller was repri- 
manded for his part in the assault 
upon a Chinese, but the attorney 
urged that thetpunishment be more 
severe and argued that the offense 
merited more drastic treatment at 
the hands of the Federal au- 
thorities. 

It is charged that Miller and 
Barnard boarded the British steam- 
ship Lord Lonsdale at Los Angoles 
Harbor last August and asked the 
thirteen Chinese members of the 
‘Tew to sign the usual form of 
descriptive slips for filing with the 
immigration records. According to 
affidavits of Capt. John Forster and 
Chief Engineer Charlies E. Becker- 
leg, the Chinese were signing and fill- 
ing out the blank forms when Tan 
Ah Ming, a Chinese, made what Mil- 
ler considered an unnecessary 
fiourish with the pen. This nettied 
Miller, say the affidavits, and he 
struck the Chinese in the face with 
his fist. 

instantly the Celestial contingent 
was galvanized into action and the 
captain and chief engineer could 
hardly hold them in check when, ac- 
cording to the affidavits, Miller and 
Rarnard drew their revolvers and 
threatened to use them. This had a 
quieting effect and the two inspec- 
tors left the ship. 

The whole matter was taken up with 
Commissioner Caminetti and it was 
asserted to him that the Incident was 
merely one of many impositions upon 
Chinese. Through the Six Companies 
the Chinese interested Gavin McNab 
their attorney at San Francisco, and 


later Dockweller, also attorney for 
many rich and powerful Chinese, 
took the matter up here. When 
Dockweller was in Washington re- 
centiy, he laid the whole case before 
Caminetti, but learned that the in- 
epectors already had been repri- 
manded. 

“The reprimand wasn't enough,” 


sald Dockweller yesterday. “It: is a 
disgrace to the United States to have 
such public servants, who show no 
hesitancy in mistreating Chinese. The 
gross misconduct in this case has 
been repeated in many other in- 
stances. The two inspectors should 
be dismissed from the service.” 

When the Lord Lonsdale returns 
to Los Angeles in a few days, it ts 
eaid that damage suite will be filed 
against the two inspectors, and the 
papers in the case are now being 
prepared, it is said.

ALDEGED SLAYER GBETS HIS 
FOURTH LAWYER. 


Hires "Em and Fires ‘Em io 
Rapid Succession, Finally Decid- 
ing that He Wants the Public De- 
fender to Appear at His Trial for 
the Killing of Old Soldier. 


After paying $500 retainer fee to 
an attorney to defend him against a 
charge of murder, Capt. Wilson E, 
Davis, accused of beating and then 
burning to death his partner, W. G. 
Wheeler, at Sawtelle, in January, wil! 
go to trial in Judge Craig's court on 
May 11 with Public Defender Wood 
as his counsel. 

In order to acquire the services of 
the public defender one must make 
a showing of impecuniosity, under the 
law. Davis, however, is rated to be 
worth considerable money, having an 
interest in mining properties, insur- 
ance policies, and owning real estate 
and other property in Colorado and 
elsewhere. 

First he obtained the services of 
Attorney Georgia P. Bullock, and she 
called in Attorney R. G. Swaffield of 
Long Beach. At the preliminary ex- 
amination at Sawtelle these attorneys 
defended Davis. Afterward Swaffield 
withdrew from the case, and Frank 
McDonald was substituted es associate 
with Mre. Bullock. 

According to McDonald, he agreed 
to defend Davia for $3000, and to take 
$500 as a retainer, the remainder to 
be ey after the trial. Davis said 
he had a lot at Long Beech worth 
$600, and thie he deeded to McDon- 
ald. The deed was signed by Mrs. 
Davis. McDonald began to familiar- 
ize himeelf with the detalls of the 
case, £0 a8 to be prepared for the 
coming trial, when Davis sent word 
to him that he wanted the deed re- 
turned and desired to avall himaelf 
of the services of Public Defender 
Wood.

OUTS INTRUDER 


An infuriated woman. armed with 
a pitchfork is no mean adversary, as 
Frank C. Burritt of No. 1154 North

Mrs. Smith said last night that she 
asked Burritt In a calm, kindly .way 
to wait until her husband retur in 
the evening before he started to re- 
move any of the lumber, as part of 
it was hers and part McGee's, and 
she did not know positively how much 
belonged to each. 

He insisted on going ahead with 
the work, she states, and she finally 
picked up a stick to strike him, 

“He grabbed me on the arm, then,” 
she said, “and when I! loosened my- 
self I picked up the fork and threw 
it at him. I don't know whether it 
hit him or not. But he went away. 
“He was on my premises and had 
no right there.

“THE TIMES” SCHOOL 
OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE. 


EVER since The Times Schoo! of 
Domestic Science opened, more 
than a year ago, has a lesson 80 
strongly demonstrated that cooking is 
a matter of individual taste aes that 
yesterday did. 

It was a lesson on salads, and those 
demonstrated ran the full gamut of 
flavors, as well as the whole spectrum 
of colors. 

There was the delicately-flavored 
cucumber jelly salad with tender 
white lettuce leaves as a background 
and a star of bright-red pimiento to 
give it life; there was a piquant to- 
mato jelly salad surrounded by crisp, 
green leaves and sprigs of parsley and 
heaps of fluffy white mayonnaise for 


contrast; there was a salad of dark- 
green string beans effectively arranged 
so that the beans radiated from a 
heart of red tomato jelly; there was 
a spicy kidney-bean and chopped- 
lettuce salad with a sharp French 
dressing; a tiny head of cabbage 
stuffed with bits of vegetable jelly of 
different sorts and garnished with 
parsiey and strips of pimiento pep- 
pers; there were delicately-flavored 
salads, pungent ones, garlic seasoned, 
onion flavored, pepper epiced, and, in 
fact, salads for every palate. 

The vegetable jellies attracted the 
most attention. There were two kinds 
demonstrated yesterday, one of to- 


bers. The tomato jelly was made 
from canned tomatoes flavored with 
celery, onions and parsley, and thick- 
ened with gelatin and allowed to 
harden in a mold. From this jelly 
hearts and various shaped salads were 
cut out. The cucumber jelly was 
made from fresh vegetables and was 
delicately seasoned with parsiey and 
a bit of onion, and just a suspicion 
of garlic. This jelly was a very light 
green color when molded, and was 
an effective foil for the bright-red to- 
mato jelly. 

The salad dressings which Mrs. 
Bertha Haffner-Ginger, the instructor, 
made yesterday are especially worthy 


Mrs. Haffner-Ginger thanked the 
young woman, and when she had com- 
pleted the afternvon’s demonstration 
she held aloft a tiny cabbage, and 
asked naively if the class did not think 
she should fill the little cabbage with 
fruit jelly for the kind lady. Then 
she proceeded to dress the small cab- 
bage with all sorts of good things and 
presented it to the lady in question 
with her compliments. 

Another bit of amusement came 
when Mrs. Haffner-Ginger roundly 
scolded the class because each did not 
bring a fork and spoon along when 
they expected to sample at least one 
of the dishes cooked. “If your purse 
is not large enough, tuck a spoon in 
your stocking,” she admonished, and 
the class laughed its approval, or pos- 
sibly its disapproval.

Utilities Commission Fixes 
Telephone Rates. 


Council to Sustain ‘Action, 
Inviting Litigation. 


Companies Combine to Resist 
Through Courts, 


That the city is in for 
test with the Pacific and me Tele- 
phone companies, because of the ac- 
tion of the Board of Public Utilities 
Commission, in rate-fixing, yesterday, 
if the City Council sustains its action, 
appears reasonably certain. The 
commission decided that the tele- 
phone rates for the next fiscal year 
shall remain the same as those now 
in effect. It was written into the rec- 
ord that this will provide the com- 
panies not more than 8.4 per cent. on 
their investment, which the com- 
panies consider confiscatory. 

It was shown in the hearing yes- 
terday, and that of the previous day, 
that even upon the board's own fig- 
ures of depreciated valuations the 
rates set are too low to give an adé- 
quate return on the investment, but 
Commissioner Wirsching 
mined that there should > ie 
crease in rates. 

President Wright declared several 
times during these sessions that « 
fair rate should be allowed. but he 
explained that there were only two 
members of the commission in the 
city and that the law is imperative, 
requiring the fixing of rates before 
the first of May. As his brother 
commissioner would not agree to any 
increase, the only alternative was a 
deadlock or to adopt a resolution fix- 
Ing the present rates. This, of course, 
will throw the subject before the 
City Council. 

TO SUSTAIN RATES. 

It has been intimated that a ma- 
jority of the Council will sustain the 
present rates for the next fiscal year. 
That the telephone companies will 
contest such action is practically cer- 
tain. Should they go into the court 
and show that the rates set are con- 
fiscatory, the court would decide the 
rate was void. That would put the 
city In a position where it had no 
telephone rates and the companies 
could then make such rates as they 
saw ft and the city would have to 
take legal action to set them aside, if 
it believed they were unreasonable.
